On  Sabbath  Morning 

The  pulpit  wishes  to  announce  that  a 
sermon  will  be  delivered  in  the  future 
on  Sabbath  mornings  regardless  of  whe¬ 
ther  a  Bar  Mitzvah  also  takes  place. 
It  has  been  the  practice  of  recent  years 
to  confine  the  spoken  message,  on  the 
occasion  of  Bar  Mitzvahs,  to  the  address 
to  the  boy.  The  charge  to  the  Bar  Mitz¬ 
vah  will  of  course  be  continued,  but  a 
sermon  will  also  always  be  preached.  So 
worshipers  are  assured  that  they  will  re¬ 
ceive  instruction  directed  to  them  each 
time  they  attend  formal  Sabbath  services. 
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From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

A  wise  Greek  said  once,  long  ago, 
that  the  appearance  of  a  single 
swallow  does  not  mean  that  spring  is  at 
hand.  By  the  same  token,  the  fact  that 
American  Jewry  has  of  late  begun  to 
produce  a  few,  a  very  few,  theologians 
does  not  necessarily  augur  a  rebirth  of 
the  Jewish  religion.  But  it  is  one  of  the 
happiest  signs  to  appear  in  our  skies  in 
many  a  day.  And  what  is  most  auspi¬ 
cious  about  it  is  that  these  newly  arisen 
philosophers  of  religion  are  more  often 
than  not  laymen  rather  than  rabbis. 

For  Jewry  in  America  has  been  guilty 
of  two  sins  against  Jewish  doctrine,  the 
sin  of  neglect  and  the  sin  of  profession¬ 
alization.  It  has  either  ignored  altogether 
the  theoretical  issues  of  the  faith  it  pro¬ 
fesses  or  handed  them  over  to  the  rab¬ 
binate,  as  though  the  questions  of  belief 
and  denial,  of  God  and  man  were  not 
every  soul  s  business. 

The  subordination  of  theology  among 
American  Jews  is  readily  accounted  for. 
Some  of  them  have  been  so  distracted 
by  the  practical  problems  of  Jewish  sur¬ 
vival  as  to  have  no  mind  or  heart  for 
anything  else.  Of  those  who  have  man¬ 
aged  to  preserve  a  sensibility  to  Jewish 
spirituality  some  in  turn  have  been  di¬ 
verted  from  religion  by  Jewish  culture. 
To  only  a  handful  then  of  modern  Jews 
is  religion  the  chief  theme  of  their  Jew¬ 
ish  preoccupation.  And  even  these  have 
in  general  been  busier  with  issues  of 
observance  than  of  doctrine  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  scholars  among  them,  with 
history,  with  what  Jews  believed  in  the 
past  rather  than  what  they  can  and  must 
believe  today. 


No  Service 

The  Congregation  will  please  note 
that  there  is  no  late  Friday  night 
service  on  April  15th  due  to  the 
Passover  Holiday. 


Our  German  brethren,  whose  Jewish¬ 
ness  we  American  Jews  criticize  so  free¬ 
ly,  outdid  ours  in  this  respect  as  in  so 
many  others.  Witness  such  figures  as 
Hormann  Cohen,  Franz  Rosenzweig  and 
Martin  Buber. 

And  now,  partly  under  their  influence, 
partly  under  that  of  the  newer  Christian 
theology,  but  mostly  in  response  to  inner 
needs,  personal  and  communal,  some 
Jews  are  beginning  to  think  seriously 
and  sustainedly  concerning  the  classic 
core  themes  of  the  Jewish  tradition: 
God,  His  existence  and  attributes,  revela¬ 
tion,  good  and  evil,  man’s  nature  and 
salvation. 

As  I  have  already  indicated,  I  like  the 
fact  that  laymen  are  in  the  forefront  of 
this  development.  First  because  now  that 
they  have  taken  the  lead  the  rabbis  will 
be  shamed  into  following.  But  basically 
because  at  no  time  until  our  generation 
was  Judaism  in  any  of  its  phases  the 
exclusive  concern  of  any  professional 
caste.  Always,  Torah,  the  whole  Torah, 
was  the  “inheritance  of  the  congregation 
of  Jacob”,  of  every  member  of  it.  Any 
token  of  a  return  to  that  desirable  state 
of  affairs  is  to  be  welcomed,  especially 
on  so  vital  a  score  as  Jewish  doctrine. 

One  swallow,  even  a  flight  of  swallows, 
does  not,  as  I  said  before,  make  a  spring. 
But  it  is  an  omen  which  may  justifiably 
be  taken  as  hopeful. 

The  problem  of  the  religious  future 
of  our  children  is  fully  as  grave  as 
Rabbi  Kertzer  asserted  in  his  column  in 
the  preceding  issue  of  our  Bulletin. 
He  is  altogether  correct  when  he  states 
that  the  child  who  fails  to  attend  Junior 
Congregation  cannot  possibly  acquire 
either  the  habit  or  the  know-how  of  Jew¬ 
ish  worship,  for  want  of  which  he  is 
almost  certain  as  an  adult  to  be  alien¬ 
ated  from  the  Synagogue. 

I  regret,  however,  that  Rabbi  Kertzer 
omitted  to  refer  to  the  new  and  very 
hopeful  departure  adopted  by  our 
School  Board  which  gives  promise  of 
correcting  the  evil.  The  Board  has  de-
